SIDE REBATE PLANE - a combination left- and right-hand plane whose 
components can be separated for individual use, comprising fully-adjust- 
able irons by pivoting levers with differential screw action for micro 
advancement of the irons, with Itin depth of cut. The single irons, bevel 
uppermost, are set at 20° to give a precision tear-~free cut comparable 
with that achieved by our finishing planes. There is an adjustable depth 
gauge. Built from precision ground mild steel plates with brass fittings 
and solid Indian Rosewood knob handles. — — - -— 


SHOULDER PLANE ~ an outstanding tool of superfine quality, fully adjustab: 
with a steel sole and sides of naval brass, the wooden parts are solid 
Indian Rosewood. The single iron, Idin wide, is set bevel uppermost at 20° 
Selected for exhibition in the Science Museum, London. 


MITRE PLANE - The first in our numbered collection of new mastertools, 
constructed in naval brass with a steel sole, gunmetal fittings and solid 
Indian Rosewood linings. The extremely low angle of the iron, 12°, makes 
the plane ideally suited for end- and oblique-grain trimming and shooting 
board work, particularly where a high standard of accuracy and finish is 
required, The 24in wide iron may be regulated both vertically and lateral! 
by our single-lever mechanism. 


TRADITIONAL SMOOTHING PLANE - a heavy cabinet finishing plane, fully adj- 
ustable, with steel sole and sides of naval brass; the grips are solid 
Indian Rosewood. The 2gin iron is the traditional double system, bevel 
lowermost set at 50°, secured by the time-proven English pivoting lever 
cap and screw. The weight is about eight pounds. A tool capable of prod- 
ucing a superlative finish. 


THUMB PLANE - a small block finishing plane useful for small-scale 
cleaning-up and trimming work, fully adjustable, with steel sole and 
sides of naval brass. The single iron, bevel uppermost, is set at 20°. 
The mouth width is 0.025in. Width of iron l}in. Solid Indian Rosewood

BADGER THUMB PLANE ~ a special 'Badger' version of our best English thumb 
plane, that is, with the iron extended to the edge of the sole on one side 
only. This tool is ideally suited for cleaning-up into a right angle on 
those occasions when the groundwork is dropped, or the width would preclud 
the use of a shoulder/rebate plane because of surface scoring by the 
outside corner of the iron. Available left- or right-handed. 


CHARIOT PLANE = a diminutive version of our best English thumb plane of 
approximotely 4in length sole with the iren very clese to the front, bull- 
nose smoothing fashion. Ideal for small finishing work and complements 
perfectly our other master tools. 


LARGE BLOCK SMOOTHING PLANE - specially designed for finishing operations 
‘with-the-grain' where o near-scraping cut is required. Of lighter weight 
than our established traditional smoothing plane, the tool can be readily 
used single-handed. The iron is set bevel uppermost at 27}° secured by a 
pivoting lever cap and screw; adjusment longitudinally and laterally is 

by an improved single-lever mechanism working on a differential screw 
whereby the shaving thickness may be regulated by 0.0015 for each quarter- 
turn of the spindle knob. An elegant, functional tool with naval brass 
sides and tool steel sole. Solid Indian Rosewood front block. Exremely

FILLESTER REBATE PLANE - specially designed for cabinet rebating operations 
both with- and across grain. The tool can be used left- or right-handed, ar 
is provided with a microadjusting fence, depth gauge and hardened steel spu 
for working across the grain. When broken down, the tool can also be used a 
a ahoubdun/ecbote plane or bullnose chisel plane. 

The iron is set bevel-uppermost at 20° and secured by a pivoting lever cap 
and screw; adjustment is by our improved single-lever mechanism as on our 
large block smoothing plane. The stiffness of the assembly, the precision 
grinding of the components and the extremely fine mouth enable the tool to 
provide superlative finishes on a wide variety of decorative hardwoods. 
Macined out of solid steel, with brass fittings and solid Indian Rosewood 
knob handle, a superb complement to our other mastertools. Iron width 13".
